And within an boor of dying, he
called his friends, and asked I they could give
him up; and when they said they could, tenrs of
joy van down his cheeks as he added, “0, what
a blessing that you are willing to give me over
into the hunds of my dear Redeemer, and part
with mie; for no mortal can live after the glories
which God has manifested to my soul!” And
thus died the writer of the beantiful hymn,

The End of Four Grent Men.

The [our conquerors who ccenpy the most con-
spleuons places in the history of the world are
Alexander, Hannibal, Casar, nnd Bonaparte.

Alexander, after having climbed the dizey
helghts of his ambltion, with his temples bound
with chiaplets dipped in the blood of milllons,
looked down upon & conquered world, sud wept
that there was not any other world for him to
conguer, set a city on fire, and died in o scene of
debauch,

Hanonibal, after having, to the astonishment
and consternntion of Rome, passed the Alps, and
having put to flight the armies of the mistress
of the world, and stripped “‘three bushels of
gold rings from the fingers of her alnnghtored
Enights,” and made her foundations quake, fled
from his country, belng hated by those who once
exultingly united his name to that of their god,
and ealled him Hani-Baal: and died at last by
poison administered with his own laud, un-
lamented and unwept, in a forelgn lund.

Cwsar, after having conguered cight hundrod
cities, nnd dying his garments in the blood of
one million of his foes, after having pursued to
death the only rival he had on earth, was miser-
ably assassinnted by those he considered his
nearest friends, and in that very place the at-
tainment of which had been his greawest ambi-
sion.

Bonaparte, whose mandates Kings and popes
obeyed, after having filled the earth with the
terror of his name—after having deluged Europe
with teara and blood, and clothed the world In
snckeloth—closed hig days in lonely hauishment,
wlmost literally exiled from the world, yet where
he could sometlmes see his country’s banner
waving over the deep, but which did not and
could'not bring him ald.

Thus these four great men, who.seemod to
stand the representatives of all those whom the
world calls great—these four men, who each in
turn made the earth tremble to Its very centre,
by their simple tread, severally died—one by in-
toxication, or, ns8 wns supposed, by polson min-
eled with his wine—one a suicide —one murdered
by his fricnds—and one o lonely exile! How
wretched is the end of all snch earthly grentness!
